WAsaiMOTOii, April 19.— Tbfc senate 

rt nekrlT the whola day in socrot aaa- 
oonsideriqg the report of thi^ com- 
ntttee which hks beon IOTMtl^^rtl|ic tbe 
hkktige of executive session seorea. 

Mr. Piatt, by request, introduoad a bill 
for the iKliiiissidii of Now Mexico to 
stateluKMl. slating, however, that he did 
not rommit luin-i'lf on tlie 'Stioa. 

Mr. i'luiuL) moved to take up the bill 
for the forfeiture of oertkin railrokd 
lands.

April Mr P'.nloe, of 
Tennetiseo rose to a question of ji. rsdna] 
privilt'K'"'. and sent to tlie clerk s ili-slt 
and liail read an article from The New 
Yorif I'rt -s declaring thut a gigantic 
fraiul had hren di^icovered in the south- 
ern war cliiiiMS bill, and tliat Mr.

Pen-Amerl««n Gonfereno* Rniled. 

"Wasbinqton, April 19.— The Pan- 
American conference practically finished 
its worn yesterdav. but will not formal- 
ly adjourn sine die until Monday. The 
repon of the committee on international 
law wa.s adopted with tlisaontinj Totea 
from two countries— the UniMT Stdtaa 
and Nicaragua. These resolutions aa 
adopted declare that "foreigners are en- 
titled to enjoy all the civil righta enjoyed 
bv natives; and they shall be accorded 
all the benefits of said righta in all that 
is essential aa well as in tlie former pro- 
ceedure. and the legal remedies inciuent 
thereto, atisolutely in like manner as 
said natives. A nation has not, nor rec- 
QgniMS in favor of foreigners, any other 
obllgationR or reBponsibuities than those 
which in favor of the natives are estab- 
lished, in like cases, by the constitution 
and the laws." 

The report from the committee on gen- 
eral welfare recommending arbitration 
for the settlement of all controvvrsiet be- 
tween American republics and Etiropean 
nations, was also adopted.

Flel mt Two Desperate OKaraeters la 
diannpolls Jell ^rastrnted. 

Ikdianapous, April 10.— "The turnkey 
at the county jiaiil yesterday discovered 

and frustrated a conspiracy on tlie part 
of two dangerous criminals to (Wcajie. 
Len Henderson and John Simpson, 
two ex-convicts, are under indictment. 

\ esterday two women called at the 
Jail and tallve<l to the prisoners through 
the iron grating, and one of them was 
seen to hand something to the prisoners. 
As soon as they left three deputy sher- 
iffs hrouniit the nri.soners out into the 
office and their colls were searchetl. i 

In the bedtick of Henderson's c«ll 
was found a packag* containing a half- 
pound of cayenne pepper, and when 
Siiiipson wiui charged with being in a 
conspiracv to escape he confessed, and 
told the plan agreed upon. Henderson's 
wife is very ill, and it was arranged that 
he should visit her in charge of Deputy 
Eminett t<i-day. The two men were to 
divide the p«'pper Ix-tween them, and as 
soon as Eminett and Henderson left the 
jail the latter was to throw the pepper 
in the eyes of his escort and escape, 

.Alio, It the time that Henderson was 
to leave the jail, a woman was to call 
ami sec .sjiuii.-on, and as he was led into 
the ollice he was to throw the pepper in 
the eyes of the guard, and escape and 
join Henderson at a designated place. 
Ikith men have been in the penitentiary 
twi(;e. and are desperate characters. The 
accidental discovery of the pepper no 
doiilii s.ived the ottfcers from a terrible 
experience. The men deny that they 
received the pepper from the woman, •nid 
reftiM to tell wnn* they got it 

PAY T RAIN WRE CKip. 

A Marnber of Railroad offlelala Koae at 
I.eas Injured. 

Aim ST \. (',&., April 10. -The poy 
train oil the Uainesville, Jefferson and 
Southern railway, containing .Suporin- 
tendent Hemphill, Roadnuutter Robin- 
son, Treasurer Richards, Supervisor Bell, 
Engineer titubb, of tha Georgia railway, 
and (Jeneral Maniger Wilkens, uf the 
Narrow Gauge, and Route Agent Hurl- 
burt, of the fiiouthem Express company, 
was overturned yesterday afternoon 
near Jug Tavern, and all of the otticials 
named were mors or less injured. 

SuperviacHT Bell was the worst hurt, re- 
cesviog a severe contusion on the head. 
Superintendent Hemphill was pidnfally 
injured aboQt the hipa, and TroMorar 
Richards liad his kiMg Mid ankle badly 
sprained. 

The train was running about twenty- 

five miles an hour, when, from some un- 
known cause, it turned over. The in- 
jured were brought to Augusta last 
night and taken home on litters. None 
of them are thought to be dangerously 
injured.

In addition lo this crime he inurderud 
and robt>ed an old farmer aud his wife 
in iXiuglass county, Ga., about five 
years ago, shot a policeman in Atlanta, 
and, in December, I8«x, roblHjd and 
murdered un Italian jieildler near thin 
citv. 

Elsey made a full confession of the 
Meadows munler. He gave the names 
of his accoiiijilices. and they were all 
captured. (Jiic of thciu, (iilijcrt l^ne, 
was liani;ed I'eh. ! »: another has been 
bciileiiced to life imprisonment, and a 
third has not been tried. The fourth was 
di charged. Klsey was about 3t» years 
old. and liad been in the busincas of 
rohi.iug and murdering poopla for gbc 
years.

ONB HUNDRED THOUSAND OUT. 



Bloting Ronnrted %• kv Many of tke 
Itlaeri and Treeps Called Out to Spp- 
press the lllsordera — la Oae Colllaloa 
W(t|> the Tf qeps^ BIgk* oC the RIeters 
Are Wnanded — Other Foralgn News. 
"Vienna, April 19.— In the Karwit and 
Ostrau districts the position resulting 
from strike troubles is critical. It is 
estimated that i0O,(K)0 workingmen are 
out of employment as a consequence, 
directly or indirectly, of the strikes. The 
striking miners are belligerent, and do 
not hesitate to attack the fat-tones where 
workmen are at their places. The latter 
are peremptorily ordered to stop work or 
suffer the consequences of a refusal to 
do so. A collision occurred between the 
strikers in Polish Ostrau and the troops 
yesterday, in which eight of the rioters 
were wounded with bayonets. 

It is Irai iii d that the strike of the Os- 
trau miiirrs was intended to hcgin on 
May I . hut that it was [ir.'ripiiated by 
the di'liunri.itiolis of the iiaiish priest of 
the .Ma\ I'as man iffsli i of the l.ihor agi- 
tation. A great ile.il of ill-feeling fol- 
lowed the jiriest's addri'ss to his p.irish- 
ioners. and the premature Onllireaks of 
the strike was the result, lii the en- 
suing riot the windows of the priest's 
house were smashed. 

The strikers al I'ragiie have become 
intenselv violent, and have had freijuent 
collisimis u i;li the pulico. Many of the 
rioteis have h. en arretted. 

The strike has e.Mended to all in- 
dusirial (;entres in Eastern Silesia. 
Si.xty of the rioters arrested at Witi- 
kowit/. last night made an attack upon 
two of the sentries guarding them 
during the night and twenty of them 
escaped. The sentries were seriously 
wounded, but were able to prevent a 
wholesale escape. The strikers are 
without leaders, and negoliatii ins with 
them are impossible. Cool is l>ecoming 
very scarce and time are feers of a 
famine. 



Majer WIssMMaa tn Be Jnatlfled. 

Berlin, April 10.— MaJ. Wissman has 
seat Maj. Liebert back to Berlin to re- 
port the progress of tiM former's work 
in East Africa to the goremment. Maj. 
Liebert is an otflcer of the general staff 
and a year ago was appointea represent- 
ative of the imperial commissioner for 
East Africa, to go to Zanribar to assume 
direction of the organization and equip- 
ment of Wissmann's expedition and to 
command any suppUmentary expedition 
that might be deemed neosssary. It is 
trndentood that his report will lie sub- 
mitted to the reichstag almost imme- 
diately after the reassembling of that 
body as evidence of the complete justifi- 
cation of the Wissmann expedition, and 
as convincing reason why it should re- 
ceive full legialatlTO saoodon and sup- 
port. 

giiddeuly Skips Out. 

St. PETK.KsBi'Rd, April .19.— A sensa- 
tion has been created here by the an- 
nouncement that the young woman ar- 
rested a day or two ago for attempting 
to bribe a government official to surren- 
der a co iy of the government's new 
mobilii(,'ition scheme and the plans of 
the Russian frontier fortifications, acted 
under ovders of Boron Von Plessen, 
naval attache of the German embassy. 
When the disidosure was made it was 
found that the baron had suddenly 
taken his departure from the city.

.Sixty railroads wore investigated as 
represeiitativi' roads. There are in the 
I'nited Mates 1,800 railroad corpora- 
tions, but the railroad business is per- 
formed by Out) operating rouds. Of the 
operating roads. .'.iT prohibit the use of 
inlo.\icaling liquors and others regulate 
its use among employes in one form or 
another. Only twenty-live railroads 
ftirnish dwelling houses for employes, 
but upwards of b'lU furnish section hands 
with lodgings when away from their 
homes. Nineteen roads maintain bene- 
ficiary institutions, to which tlie men 
and corporations both contribute. These 
institutions help those who are disabled 
and the families of thos* who lose thair 
livtts in the service. 

Many railroads contribute towards tha 
support of beneficiary institutions estab- 
Usned for the benefit of their men, while 
others pay expenses of injured em- 
ployes. A*bout three hundred of the 
operating railroads either pension per- 
manently disabled employes, or reiain 
them in the service on light dutv.

I'he report discusses ac langth the 
liability of emplovers for damages to 
•mployes, giving the laws of the various 
states governing this subject, and so far 
as they abrogate the common law rules, 
which is: 'that an employe injurea 
through the negligence of a fellow em^ 
ploye, cannot recover from the oommoB 
employer. 

Reports of other branches of lalMf 
will be submitted to con gr ess hereafter. 

The resulu relating to the cost of pre* 
ducing articles in this country as OOBl^ 
pared with the leading countries of the 
world >\ hich come into competition wftk 
the United States, and which will form 
a separate volume, will probably be sent 
to congress before the close of the pres- 
ent session.

The Sluux t» Meet A|[alii tu Consider the 
Laud III Severulty 4;ii)-»tli>ii. 

PiERUE, S. Dak., April 19.— Through 
the ctf >rt8 of the Indian Rights society 
another big pow-wow liaa tieen called by 
the big chiefs of the Sioux Indian nation 
to reconsider the final action on the 
taking of lands in severalty as provided 
by law. The meeting is called for nest 
Sunday, at a point two or three miles un 
the Bad river. Col. Lounsbury, special 
agent of the general land ofiice, and 
Reciater Baily have been invited and 
wiu be present. The Indians intend 
more clearly to understand wiiat their 
rights are as land-owners in severalty, 
and tu decide whethei they sliall tase 
land in that manner or go to the reserve* 
tion and continue their tribal relations. 
It will be a very important meeting for 
them. John Orase, Sitting Bull and 
other noted chiefs, as well as other baade 
of hostiles, will attend.
